Architects Warn 
O f Radical Designs

XITHAT will the house of the !u- 
^ ture look like? 
Home buy er» would like to 
know. 
No one wants to buy a 
house set to go out of sty le in a 
few y ears. 
Bankers would like to know. 
M a k i n g long-term mortgage 
loans, now ranging up to 30 y ears, 
they do not want their money 
tied up in houses people may not 
want 
The men who design homes 
have been try ing to figure this 
out The task 
involve* much 
more than cry stal gazing. A house 
that is merely different from any ­ 
thing ever seen before is not the 
answer. 
A group of New York mort­ 
gage financiers—the Metropoli­ 
tan League of Savings and Loan 
Associations — recently 
asked 
architects for their ideas. One of 
the first warnings received was 
t© beware of designs claimed to 
be 20 to 30 y ears ahead of their 
time. 
‘Ex amine such ex treme de­ 
signs of 20 to 30 y ears ago.” the 
mortgage men were advised. “Are 
those homes, once called modern­ 
istic, still modern today ? 
Are 
their rooms small? What about 
the window’s, the heating, plumb­ 
ing and other equipment?” 


RUDOLPH A. MATERN, Long 
Island architect specializing in 
small houses, told a meeting of 
the league “y ou will find as much 
obsolescence in such homes as in 
any other house of the period.”

battle is still raging across the 
nation today almost a full y ear 
after approval of the low rent 
law by Congress and President 
Truman. 
Both sides in the controversy 
appear to have “deserted” Wash­ 
ington and moved into local com­ 
munities considering the possi­ 
bility of home and apartment 
projects. 
All efforts are concentrated on 
local housing authorities who 
under law must initiate and di­ 
rect the construction program 
for low-income families in their 
areas. 
The President signed into law 
the Public Housing Act, calling 
for the building of 810,000 dwel­ 
ling units over a six -y ear period, 
July 15 following a stiff con­ 
gressional fight. 
# 
Now, seven states are report­ 
edly in prolonged and bitter Je- 
bate over the housing question. 
The National Association of 
Housing Officials say s that “pack­ 
aged propaganda . . . continues 
to turn up in advertisements, on 
billboards and in leaflets from 
coast to coast.” 


MORE THAN 50 federal hous­ 
ing research projects are slated 
for approval before the end of 
this fiscal y ear June 30; 
Congress gave the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency $1,400,000 
to do the work and officials say 
the entire amount will be au­ 
thorized 
on 
studies 
covering 
every thing from building methods 
and techniques to home health 
and safety . 
They hope the research will 
result in more adequate housing 
at lower costs. Another million 
dollars has been requested for 
the 12 months starting in July .

It's Dead, But It Can't Lie Down 


Inverted Caution 
I I 7 L. LAURENCE, the only newspaperman 
privileged to cover the story of atomic 
fission from the inside out, has done a bang- 
up review on this difficult subject for the 
Saturday Evening Post 
He leaves no doubt that Klaus Fuchs, the 
British traitor who passed along all the atomic 
information he could lay his hands on to the 
Russians, was In a position to spill the inner­ 
most secrets of the Manhattan project One 
of theae secrets, revealed to Laurence even 
before the first atomic bomb was exploded 
in New Mexico, was the hydrogen bomb. 
Fuchs’ treachery. Laurence believes, has made 
it possible for Russia to havq not only the 
atomic bomb as much as 10 years before it 
w.nild have had it under any other circum­ 
stances but to steal a inarch on the United 
States in development of hydrogen bombs. 
While this man of dubious background was 
having the run of the most important secret 
area in the United States during a critical 
period, Americans of unassailable loyalty 
were being put to all kinds of inconvenience 
in the name of security. They were made 
to produce birth certificates, for example. 
Fuchs would have shown he had been a Com- 
Fuchs would have shown he had been a Com­ 
munist sympathizer for years. Their mail was 
censored if they were in uniform; if they 
wrote as civilians they were cautioned not to 
reveal information which in many cases was 
common knowledge. They were foVbidden to 
do all kinds of things which might have made 
it possible for someone to learn what in many 
cases never had been successfully concealed 
The government’s inverted caution during 
World War II was a prime example of the 
officiousnoss of bureaucrats endlessly con­ 
cerned about all the things that don’t matter 
because they lack capacity for being con­ 
cerned about the relatively few things that 
really do matter. Klaus Fuchs had a “clean 
bill of health ” No one ever took the trouble 
to look at it twice.

T3ECENT PROGRESS in recoil- 
** 
less artillery and ‘‘shaped 
charges” accounts for much of the 
current optimistic talk of Amen 
can officials on the subject of 
western European defense. 
In the past year they have be 
come confident, they say, that 
enough defensive power can even­ 
tually be built up in Western 
Europe to halt the Russians if 
they should attack. 
The recoilless weapons vastly 
increase the power of defenders 
to stem the advance of mechan­ 
ized armies spearheaded by mass­ 
es of tanks. A great tank force is 
one of the chief Russian assets. 
Officials say they have 40,000 of 
them, compared to America’s 
6,000. Some observers, however, 
say the Russian tank force is 
much larger than that—perhaps 
100,000 or more. 
To’ knock 
out 
tanks from 
ground level, you need a lot of 
artillery. But artillery is costly, 
and peacetime armies are unlike­ 
ly to have enough of it at tne 
outbreak of war to hold a broad 
front against tanks. Recoilless 
guns are so relatively cheap that 
they can be manufactured in 
large quantities. They can be car­ 
ried by infantry troops and be 
be fired by two men. Yet they 
can do as much damage as con­ 
ventional artillery. 
Two recoilless rifles are now 
in use, the 57-millimeter and the 
75-millimeter. A 105-millimeter 
recoilless rifle is in the develop­ 
ment stage. The 57, which weighs 
44 pounds, is normally carried by 
two men. It qan be fired from 
the shoulder of one man, like a 
bazooka, but the fire team is 
normally two men. The 75 weighs 
105 pounds and takes four men 
to carry. It is fired from a ma­ 
chine-gun tripod. The 105 will be 
mounted on a light, two-wheel 
carriage. 
You can appreciate the feather­ 
weight qualities of these wea­ 
pons by comparing them with I 


conventional artillery. One of the 
lightest field pieces, the 75-mUii- 
meter pack howitzer, weigh« 1,- 
850 pounds. Much of the weight is 
in the heavy carriage and « hock- 
absorbing mechanisms which are 
needed with normal recoil. The 
weapon must be drawn 
by a 
tractor or a mule, and four or 
five men are required to serve it 
•’I** 
THE LIGHT, recoilless weap­ 
ons which infantry troops can 
carry along with their small-bore 
rifles, can be so distributed as to 
be within reach of every man on 
the ground. When tanks attack, 
the soldiers can knock them off at 
2,000 to 4,000 yards instead of 
helplessly pinging away at them 
with their rifles, while the hea­ 
vily armored 
juggernauts mow 
them down. Military men say the 
new weapons will greatly stimu­ 
late the courage and 
fighting 
spirit of the foot soldiers. 
The bazooka was designed for 
this kind of work, hurling a pow­ 
erful, tank-busting projectile. But 
the bazooka’s range is too short 
The soldiers firing it have to 
wait for the tank to get within 
75 yards before they can be sure 
of a knockout. The recoilless prin* 
ciple of the new rifles is an old 
one, but is was not well develop­ 
ed until the closing days of the 
last war. Instead of the projec­ 
tile’s being shot out of the bar­ 
rel with the full force of the ex­ 
plosive charge, which causes le- 
coil, about half the blast is al­ 
lowed to escape to the rear of 
the rifle, thus counteracting tne 
backward push. 
The Army ordinance research 
staff is now trying to improve the 
ammunition for the recoilless 
rifles. The shaped charge is being 
perfected. By having a hollow 
space of a certain design in the 
nose of the projectile, the full 
force of its explosion against the 
target is concentrated into a tiny 
stream, enabling a relatively light 
shell to pierce the heaviest armor.

The 
fallacy is that people are impor­ 
tant solely for what they do. 
They also are important for what 
they make it possible for other 
people to do. 
Otherwise, how 
would politicians stay alive? 
There must be millions of lis­ 
teners to lend an ear to millions 
of talkers who think they have 
something to say. It takes millions 
of lookers to keep an eye peeled 
for those who think they have 
something to exhibit. 
And of 
course it takes millions of readers 
to digest what writers pour out 
endlessly. 
It has become a full-time job 
to stand by while human beings 
who think they have a right to 
tell their side of the stbry telj it. 
Someone must spare the time to 
do the fussing and fuming which 
stoke the fires that generate the 
steam that must be blown off 
periodically to keep the boilers 
from exploding. 
Salesmen, propagandists, spe­ 
cial pleaders, do-gooders and 
apologists must have someone to 
comer, or they would be out of 


deficit in society’s bookkeeping, 
because they play a part in ac­ 
celerating the passage of money 
from hand to hand. 
Even the 
racetrack tout who asks for an 
instant’s attention speeds the 
flow of wealth. 
Our associate in the newspaper 
business does have one good 
point to make. It will ring true 
for every person who has felt at 
one time or another that he was 
the helpless victim of time-con­ 
sumers.

the ordinary mosquito bite is un­ 
comfortable enough. The reaction^ 
to mosquito bites is not always* 
alike. In some people a bite will 
cause swelling and sever itching, 
while in others the reaction 
ia 
slight and lasts only a short time. 
When the mosquito bites, it 
probably pushes something Into 
the skin but just what this sub­ 
stance is is still a matter of de­ 
bate. It is generally believed to 
be similar to the chemical which 
bees inject when they sting. 
There have been tries at mak­ 
ing extracts from the mosquito 
in an attempt to create resistance 
or immunity in people. These 
trials, however, have not been 
wholly successful. 
Even if a satisfactory substance 
could be discovered and prepared 
foe this purpose, the resistance 
probably would not last very long 
and would have to be repeated 
each year and usually would not 
be worth the effort. 
Hundreds of kinds o f spiders 
are found in the Americas, but 
apparently only one, known as 
the black widow spider, is likely 
to produce severe symptoms by 
biting.

! Chiang Silent On Aid 
To Harassed Koreans 
TAIPEI, Formosa, June 26 — 
(AP)—Nationalist China, driven 
to this island fortress b y Chinese 
Reds, today considered offering 
the repub lic of Korea active aid 
in its fight against the Kordan 
Communists. 
One of Chiang Kai Shek’s ad­ 
visers suggested to him last night 
that he make the offer. As far as 
is known, Chiang has not acted. 
A trustworthy source said the 
adviser recommended that Chiang 
offer two fully equipped divi- 
jsions, 15 to 20 planes and what­ 
ever ships could b e spared from

Erickson Gets 
2 Years In Jail 


Gambling M ogul Also 


Draws $30,000 Fine 


NEW YORK, June 26—Frank 
Erickson, kingpin of th e nation­ 
wide bookmaking business, today 
was sentenced to two y ears in 
prison and a $30,000 fine. 
. 
Th e ch ubby , 54-y ear-old gamb­ 
ling mogul, wh o h ad plied h is 
multi-million-dollar betting trade 
for a quarter century with out 
spending a day in jail, was sen­ 
tenced in special sessions court. 
He could h ave received up to 
60 y ears in prison. 
Erickson th rew h imself on th e 
mercy of th e court last Monday 
by pleading guilty to a 60-count 
gambling ch arge. 
A 
th ree-judge 
panel 
gave 
Erickson a one-y ear prison term 
on one count of conspiracy and a 
second y ear on th e first of 59 
counts of bookmaking. Th e terms 
are to run consecutively . 
Th e moon-faced, balding gamb­ 
ling mogul, admitted operator of 
a 
$12,500,000-a-y ear, 
coast-to- 
coast booking empire, also was 
given a suspended penitentiary 
term of th ree y ears. 
Th e sentence was h anded down 
by Justices Nath an D. Perlman, 
Frank Olivcer and Joh n V. Flood. 
Erickson was fined th e max i­ 
mum amount, $500 on each of th e
